schools of instruction wtre set up.costly 
experiments made, and large subsidies 
granted to expedite the cuHivation.of tho 
I eet and extract its saccharine principle, 
it had to be abandoned, France giving it 
up with the fall cf Napoleon. 
It was 
not until about twenty years Bgo that 
Cleruany, after many experiments and a 
lavish expenditure cf bornitic s, succeed­ 
ed in solving the problem.” 
Otrm anydid what Senator Sherman 
has many times urged upon congress 
aud tho people—governmental aid to 
further the development of the beet 
sugar industry. 
What was tho result of 
the German policy? The Gazette in 
answer to this question, produces two 
paragraphs from Mr. Almy’e paper: 
Gathering Lorn twenty to twenty-five 
tons of beets from an acre, each ton 
yielding from 150 to 200 pounds of sugar, 
or two tons of sugar to the acre, which 
gave him three times the profit that he 
had hitherto derived from the oultiva- 
' tiou of wheat, rye, barley, and the staple 
crops, leaving the laud better prepared 
to receive the annual plant in its rota­ 
tion with the beat, he found the value of 
his farm increasing enormously and his 
prosperity phenomenal, as the swarms of 
peasants—men, women, and children— 
llooked to his growing fields or followed 
the harvesting, while fall employment 
was given to the general wage earner and 
the artisan. 
New employments and collateral in- 
d us tries increased in the same ratio; 
railroads were projected and built to 
transport the beet root from the interior 
farms to the great factories scattered for 
hundreds of miles throughout Germany, 
long trains cf platform cars, often num­ 
bering fifty to sixty, piled full of white 
sugar beets, met the eye of the traveler 
during the harvesting season, and spec­ 
ulation ran high with tho fabulous pro­ 
fits of the sugar manufacturers. 
Other countries followed the example 
of Getmany, although the result has not 
been quite so successful.

Of oourse, it will be understood that 
the United States has made an “attempt” 
to develop the beet sugar industry, but 
it was a weak on e. As long ago as eigh­ 
teen or twenty years, Sauk county did 
something in the hue of producing sugar 
from 
beets 
and made a very fair 
quality, but the process of extracting the 
sugar wbb expensive, aud tho mechani­ 
cal methods oonutotel with it were com­ 
paratively rude. 
Gieat improvements 
have boon made since theu in the me­ 
chanical appliances used in tho manu­ 
facture of beet^ugar, and of conrse a 
thorough teRt under the new order of 
things would result far more encourag­ 
ingly. 
There is an opportunity for farmer 
to make “ big money” if capital could be 
induced to engage in the manufacture o* 
beet sugar. It would be a hundred 
times more beneficial to the country then 
hop-reisiug and far more profitable to 
farmers. The United States can raise its 
own sugar just as easily as produce ii, 
own wheat.

Adna Anderson of New York committed 
suicide a t tho Lafayette hotel here last 
night by shooting himself. 
Gen. Anderson 
arrived at tho Lafayette Sunday and reg­ 
istered simply “ A. Anderson, Now York ” 
No especial notice was taken4 of 
him, as 
his behavior was no different from that of 
tho other guests. 
Ho was a quiet old gen­ 
tleman. 
The night watchman of tho hotel 
was on tho fourth floor Juat before mid­ 
night when ho heardfa pistol shot, the re­ 
port coming from tho toilet room on that 
floor. 
Running there, ho found Anderson 
on tho floor unconscious and dying, with a 
bullot-holo in his right temple. 
A physi­ 
cian was at once sent for, but before he 
reached tho hotel tho unfortunate man was 
dead. 
Gen. 
Anderson was one of tho best 
known railroad men in this country. 
He 
was born July 25, 
1827, and entered the 
railw ay service as a chain man on tho 
Now York, Now Haven & H artford rail­ 
road twenty years later. 
Sinco th at timo 
ho has boon connected with nearly every 
road in tho country in various capacities, 
but chiefly as chief engineer and superin­ 
tendent. 
At tho outbreak of the civil w ar he was 
appointed assistant engineer and chief of 
tho construction corps of tho arm y of the 
Potomac and was subsequently made chief 
engineer and superintendent of tho mili­ 
tary railways of tho United States. 
In 
I SGG ho was choson second vice-president 
of tho Northern Pacific railway company, 
remaining there until Jan. I, 1888. Sinco 
that time he has boon doing nothing, for a 
complication of ailments prevented his 
working. 
His homo was at Sing Sing. N. 


A son of Gen. Anderson told tho coro* 
ner that ho beliovod bis father to have 
been insane at tho timo of tho 
shooting 
and could not assign any other cause for 
tho rash act. 
About 
a year ago while 
engaged in mining the GeneraUcontracted 
w hat is known as mountain fever. 
This 
troubled him for some 
timo and finally 
developed into brain trouble. x

N e w Y o r k , May IO.— Tho big, 
fou r- 
masted British ship W alter H. Wilson sails 
to-day for Calcutta with 103,00') cases of 
oil on board. 
She recently l ame to port 
with an East India cargo valued at $1,- 
G00.000. 
Tho great ship was towed down well be­ 
low Bedloos island yesterday morning, but 
waited all day for a fair wind beforo put­ 
ting to sea. 
The British vessel has bef Oro 
tho mast a crew of thirty men, composed 
of representatives of nearly every nation. 
The Wilson is commanded by Capt. Sproul, 
a Canadian, who has with him a Canadian 
mate and an American second-mate. Capt. 
Sproul has with him, besides his wife, two 
other ladies and a little Manilla buy, not 
more than IO years old. 
Tho little fellow 
was sold to the captain by a native, to­ 
gether with another little boy, for 2 ru ­ 
pees. 
* The captain brought both boys to this 
country, but one was stolen from him here 
in New York and ho says that he has not 
been able to find the slightest traco of him. 
Tho Wilson is owned by S. Lawthor of 
Belfast, 
Ireland. 
In speaking 
of 
tho 
relative cost of big ships Capt. Sproul 
says that tho Wilson, which is about tho 
same size as the Frederick Billings, tho 
largest American ship afloat, did not cost 
near as much as did the Billings. 
The latter is a wooden snip, 
whilo tho 
Wilson is iron. 
Nearly every piece of 
stationary work in tho Wilson is of iron or 
metal of some description. 
Her lower 
mast, topmasts, bowsprit, jibboom, lower 
and topsails yards are all of iron, her top- 
gallant-masts and light yards being the 
only wooden spars in tho vessel. 
Tho 
standing rigging is all of steel wire and 
even the running rigging, whero it can be 
utilized, is of wire, as are tho braces and 
some of tho halyards.

Jew alley was the name given to that 
quarter of tho city in which tho Jews wero 
tolerated. 
In these latter days, when we 
read of a hotel keeper closing his doors to 
a Seligman and the same day’s issue of tho 
public press announces somo great Jewish 
charity done by 
Rothschild, a Baron 
Hirsoh, or a Moses Moutefiore. or tho moot- 


enob'gn. 
TO me raging elements or pnys- 
ical tiro wero added those of passion; hun­ 
dreds of the poor Jews were put to death 
by fire aud sword, until few were left to 
weep over their terrible misfortunes. 
The 
immediate cause for building Jew alley was 
that tho Roman Catholic clergy of the 
cathedral could not 
bear 
to 
have the 
Christ-mocking Jews 
so near a Christian 
church. 
The Jews at 
this time were serfs, 
were owned by tho 
Emperor, and 
paid 
him liegeman’s trib­ 
ute in the form of 
money. 
To what has 
already been said it 
may be added that 
the Jews were shut up 
in their alley not only 
b a r o n a l b e r t v o n at night, but on Sun- 
r o t h s c h i l d . 
days, holidays, and 
days of coronation and tournaments. These 
regulations ended only as late as 1706, 
when ono of the gates was laid in ashes; 
and only since 1811 were Jews allowed to 
live where they pleased. 
Up to that time 
every effort had been made to get out of 
their hated alloy to which they had given 
tho name of Now Egypt. 
Jew alley was 
burned down A. 
D. 
1711, because tho 
Jewish rabbi, Napthali, a u d his scholars, 
by a ceremony of exorcising devils or bail 
spirits, called upon the spirits of fire instead 
of water by mistake. 
So said his preju­ 
diced enemies. 
“ Tho world, thank tho 
Lord, do move.” 
Au American reader 
of to day would hardly believe what the 
Jews in Frankfort had iu thoso times to 
undergo; they were even coin polled to wear 
marks on their clothing, young and old, 
by which they could be oasily distinguished 
—tho men, a yellow ring worked on the 
coat, and larger than the standard dollar; 
the women, a blue stripe on their veils. 
Those not engaged in 
business 
could 
not 
leave tho alley; no 
moro than two 
of 
them should be seen 
together on tho streets; 
even their sehool-chil- 
dren’s conduct in their 
own schools was pro- . 
scribed.

Sometimes priests, 
princes and peasants alike fell into the 
Jews’ clutches. 
When these debts grow 
very largo an imperial edict wiped them 
out and tho Jews had to 
commence again 
at tho very first. They could not sell on 
tho streets. 
They paid taxes to tho Kaiser, 
tho archbishop of Mayence, and to tho city; 
thoy were oven compelled, upon occasions 
of cleaning the public pumps, to give tho 
gamins, l*>ys and girls money to buy bret- 
zols, in order to escape their jeors aud 
hootings aud sometimes worse conduct, 
such os pelting with mud and stones, and 
done not always by children,but sometimes 
by young men. 
Still they went on making 
money and becoming distinguished finan­ 
ciers. 
At last, in 1811, they got humane 
treatment; but the old embers of tho 
old fire burned, and as late as 1818 were 
fanne*I into flames. 
They wero again ex­ 
cluded from citizens’ rights, had limits 
prescript as to whero they might livo and 
do business; and even now, in the year 
of grace 1889, Jews are shut out from 
what is considered 
the 
noblest 
pro­ 
fession, that of arms. 
A Jew may not be 
an officer or judge of the courts. 
They 
may rule cabinets, however, and do, they 
may gives us Heines and Bornes, Mendels­ 
sohns 
and Spinozas, 
Montefioros 
and 
Rothschilds, but they may not give us 
human butchers: and yet no race has had 
such judges, learned lawyers, and courage 
cannot be denied Maecabee’srace. 
To-day 
they are hated, even in Berlin, very naar 
tho throne. 
But tho wonder is, and 
larger grows, in spite of it all, the descend­ 
ants of Joseph, 
who ruled over Egypt, 
grow rich.

LER STYLE OF NOVEL, 
William Dean Howells will discuss in 
Harper’s Magazine for Jane " the ques­ 
tion of how’ mach o r, how little the 
American novel ought to deal with cer­ 
tain facts of life whioh are usually talked 
of before yonng people, and especially 
yonDg ladies.” Among other things he 
says: “ Most of these critics who de­ 
mand *pass;on’ woald seem to have no 
conception of any passion bat one

have 
a greater part in the drama of life 
than the passion of love, and Infinitely 
greater than the passion of guilty love. 
W ittirglycr unwittingly, English fiction 
ttnd American fiction have recognized 
this truth, not fully, not in tbe measure 
it merits, but in greater degree than mos| 
other f i c t i o n Again, referring to "the 
two great novels whioh above all others 
hare moved the world by their study of 
guilty love,” he says: "If by any cbanoe, 
if by some prodigious miracle, any 
American should now arise to treat it on 
the level 
of ‘Anna Karenina’ 
and 
‘Madame Bovary,’ he would be absolutely 
sure of success, aud of fame and grati­ 
tude as great as those books have won 
for their authors. 
"But what editor of what American 
magazine would print such a story ? 
"Certainly we do not think any one 
would, and bere our novelist must again 
submit to conditions. If he wishes to 
publish such a story (supposing him to 
nave once written it), he must publish it 
as a book.” 
Of the American magazine, he says; 
* ‘Perhaps it is a little despotic, a little 
arbitrary; but unquestionably its favor is 
essential to success, and its conditions 
are not snob narrow ones. Yon cannot 
deal with Tolstoi’s and Flaubert’s sub­ 
jects in the absolute artistic freedom of 
Tolstoi and Flaubert; since DeFoe that 
is unknown among us; but if yon deal 
with them in the manner of George 
Eliot, of Thackeray, of Dickens, of so­ 
ciety, you may deal with them even in 
the magazines.”

On ihe otter band, if Carlo J 
Brown agreed to furnish this warehouse 
for Walter R. Brown to carry on such 
tobacco business in, Walter to attend 
personally to tbe business, paying the

If a person voluntarily and 
knowingly holds himself out, by his acts 
or language, to the pubho or to third 
persons, es tbe partner of another, and a 
third peison deals with that other on the 
faith of an existing partnership, then the 
person so bolding himself out, will be 
liable as a partner to the person so deal­ 
ing, notwithstanding there was in factro 
Such partnership. 
If tbe defendants were partners, end 
you find there was anything doe them 
from tbe plaint;ff for aborting, packing 
aasiug and storing this tabasco in Au­ 
gust, 1887, then the defendants es such 
parties would have a lien upon the to­ 
bacco and entitled to hold it until snob 
sam doe web paid them 
If there we 
nothing duo 
them en Bach partners 
from the plrm t’ff, for whatever they lid 
to the tobacco, including the staring cf 
the amie, then a refuse* * i deliver the 
same to the plemt f i t 
ca'ied for m d 
demanded by him, would amount to 
conversion of it and render the defend 
ant liable to the plaintiff for its value. 
If you find they were not partner, and 
that tbe agreement to bandle the plain­ 
tiff s tobacco was made with Welter R. 
Brown individurMy, 
then Writer R. 
Brown would have a right to hold the 
same for [any sum due bim from the 
plaintiff for handbag or storing the same* 
On the other hand, it there wen notb ng 
due bim therefor, then a refusal to deliv­ 
er the platatiff’s tabecco, to him, woald 
in law amount to a conversion on the 
part of Walter R-Brown. And if under 
snch circum* tmces Carlos Brown became 
a party to such refusal to deliver tobacco 
by refusing to deliver uabl the plaintiff 
paid something, when nothtag in fact 
was due, he also would be liable to the 
plaintiff for tbe value of bis tobacco then 
on hand.

This is for his own benefit in c-ase the hold­ 
ers of one undivided half of the secret 
should bo sick or die.
